"the adhesive optical film is selected and applied according to the image display panel 
such that the formula: Y x (0.97X+ 0.45) > 0.19Z-0.006 is satisfied" when X, Y, and Z 
are defined as in the claim 

b. With respect to claims 4-10, the prior art of record does not disclose the step of 
"sticking the adhesive optical film to a surface of the panel substrate if the adhesive 
optical film satisfies the formula: Y x (0.97X+ 0.45) > 0.19Z-0.006" when X, Y, and Z 
are defined as in the claim 

c. With respect to claims 1 1-17, the prior art of record does not disclose the steps of 
"determining the formula: Y x (0.97X+ 0.45) > 0.19Z-0.006," and "selecting the adhesive 
optical film if the formula is satisfied".
